Happy  Hanukkah! 


What  is  Hanukkah? 

As  kids,  we 
thought  the  holiday 
was  about  the 

miracle  of  the  oil,  eating  latkes, 
spinning  dreidels  and  giving  and 
getting  gifts.  Sometimes  Hanukkah 
may  have  even  seemed  to  be  an 
elaborate  effort  by  the  Jewish 
community  to  keep  up  with 
Christmas  celebrations. 

In  fact,  Hanukkah  is  a  victory  celebration.  It  commemorates 
the  Jews’  recapture  of  the  Temple  in  Jerusalem  from  the  Greeks 
in  164  B.C.E.  Although  outnumbered,  Judah  Maccabee  and 
his  followers  were  able  to  overcome  the  forces  of  Antiochus 
Epiphanes  and  reassert  Jewish  identity.  The  word  Hanukkah 
literally  means  “dedication.”  The  Jews  reclaimed  the  Temple 
Mount  and  Jerusalem  and  rededicated  the  Temple. 

These  days  it  may  be  a  bit  uncomfortable  to  connect  to  a 
holiday  devoted  to  military  prowess.  While  we  remain  attuned 
to  hostile  forces  facing  Israel  and  Jewish  communities  around 


the  world,  as  Jews  in  the  modem  world,  we  feel  distant  from  the 
military  aspects  of  the  original  Hanukkah. 

Let  me  suggest  that  this  year  you  consider  what  ‘"dedication” 
means  to  you  spiritually.  What  does  it  mean  to  keep  a  tenacious 
hold  on  a  Jewish  faith  in  the  face  of  overwhelming  forces  leading 
you  to  do  otherwise?  Surely,  Judah  Maccabee  had  easier  roads 
available  which  he  chose  not  to  take.  How  can  we  assert  and 
celebrate  Jewish  identity  in  this  day,  in  a  world  where  it  has  never 
been  so  easy  not  to  be  Jewish? 

As  you  light  your  Hanukkiah,  remember  that  the  rabbis  of 
the  Talmud  teach  that  we  must  place  the  Hanukkah  lamp  in  the 
window  nearest  the  street.  I  think  this  speaks  an  important  truth 
about  where  we  should  place  our  Jewish  identity  -  in  a  place 
of  pride  for  all  to  see.  We  live  in  a  time  and  in  a  country  where 
we  can  take  pride  in  who  we  are  and  celebrate  our  distinctive 
contribution  to  American  life.  Perhaps  the  best  way  to  “live 
pluralism”  is  to  embrace  who  you  are  in  the  company  of  a  diverse 
and  common  humanity. 

I  wish  everyone  a  healthy  and  happy  Hanukkah  and  look 
forward  to  celebrating  together  as  a  community  at  our  Synagogue 
celebrations  on  December  13th!

The  Mitzvah  of  Hospitality 

A  story  is  told  about  the  Chofetz  Chaim,  a  prominent 
19th  century  rabbi,  who  would  invite  guests  into  his 
home  whenever  possible.  Occasionally  on  Shabbat,  he 
would  recite  Kiddush  as  soon  as  he  returned  from  shul 
and  would  commence  eating  immediately.  Someone  asked  why 
he  began  eating  so  quickly,  without  first  singing  zemirot  (Shabbat 
songs).  The  Chofetz  Chaim  replied,  “I  have  guests  now,  and  they 
are  foremost  in  my  mind.  The  Sabbath  angels  can  wait;  they  are 
not  as  hungry  as  the  guests.” 

The  mitzvah  of  hakhnasat  orhim ,  “welcoming  guests,”  goes 
back  to  the  earliest  roots  of  Jewish  tradition.  When  three  guests 
arrived  at  Abraham  and  Sarah’s  tent,  the  couple  immediately 
sprang  into  action  as  model  hosts.  Our  sages  teach  us  to  “let  your 
house  be  wide  open”  -  so  that  all  may  enter  your  home  without 
hindrance  and  find  comfort  for  their  souls  (Pirkei  Avot  1:5).  By 
opening  our  doors  to  strangers  and  welcoming  guests  into  our

home,  we  renew  a  sense  of  connection  and  belonging.  We  are  all 
created  in  the  image  of  God.  Welcoming  guests  into  our  home, 
we  not  only  imitate  God  but  invite  God  to  fill  our  homes  with  the 
Divine  Presence. 

This  year.  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  is  thrilled  to  be  rolling 
out  a  new  program  called  Reclaiming  Shabbat.  Members 
of  the  P.A.S.  community  will  be  opening  their  homes  and 
hosting  Shabbat  dinners  for  fellow  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
congregants.

t  the  Masorti  Olami  2009  tribute  event,  to  be  held  at  P.A.S.  on  December  1 0,  our  own 
Cantor  Nancy  Abramson  will  receive  the  Hiddur  Mitzvah  award.  She  is  the  second  cantor 
ever  to  be  honored  by  the  international  organization  of  the  Conservative  movement. 

Cantor  Abramson  is  a  vice  president  of  the  Cantors  Assembly,  the  first  female  officer 
in  the  Assembly’s  history.  She  also  serves  on  the  executive  board  of  the  Zamir  Choral  Foundation 
and  is  a  member  of  the  Women  Cantors  Network.  “Cantor  Nancy,”  as  we  know  her,  previously  served 
as  cantor  at  West  End  Synagogue  in  Manhattan  and  Congregation  Sons  of  Israel  in  Westchester  and 
has  been  cantor  at  P.A.S.  since  July,  1997.  She  has  dedicated  her  career  to  sharing  the  highest  levels 
of  cantorial  art  with  her  community,  through  davening,  performance  and  education.  A  cum  laude 
graduate  of  the  combined  program  of  Columbia  University  and  The  Jewish  Theological  Seminary, 
and  a  member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  Cantor  Abramson  earned  a  master’s  degree  in  music  education  from 
Columbia  University’s  Teachers  College  and  received  her  cantorial  training  at  JTS.  She  has  taught  prayer  and  synagogue  skills  at 
the  Abraham  Joshua  Heschel  School,  and  has  directed  the  music  program  at  Camp  Ramah.

If  possible,  place  the 
Hanukkiyah  in  a  window,  so  that  it  is  visible  from  outside  the  house.

There  are  six!  The  first  five  verses  begin  with  the  letters  Y2  mem ,  2  resh ,  1  dalet ,  0  khaf,  yud ,  spelling 
“Mordechai,”  the  name  of  the  otherwise  unknown  13th  century  author.  The  first  verse  praises  God  as  rescuer. 
Each  subsequent  stanza  refers  to  a  different  rescue  in  Israel’s  history:  liberation  from  Egypt,  the  return  from 
exile  after  the  destruction  of  the  first  Temple,  the  rescue  from  Haman,  and  the  defeat  of  Antiochus,  which  we 
celebrate  at  Hanukkah.  A  sixth  verse,  looking  forward  to  Messianic  redemption,  was  added  300  years  later. 
You  11  find  the  first  five  verses  on  page  308  of  Siddur  Sim  Shalom  for  Shabbat  and  Festivals.  The  familiar 
(but  not  literal)  translation  was  done  by  Marcus  Jastrow  and  Gustav  Gottheil  in  the  late  1 800’s.

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Purim! 
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A  Special  Time  for  Women 
Hag  haBanot 

Hanukkah  has  special 
resonance  for  women. 
According  to  some 
legends,  women  worked  at 
rededicating  the  Temple  with  unusual 
zeal.  Another  connection  is  through 
the  heroine  of  the  Book  of  Judith,  who 
single-handedly  saved  her  people  by 
outwitting  and  killing  an  enemy  general. 
Tradition  associates  this  victory  with  the 
Maccabean  revolt. 

In  North  African  countries,  the  new 
moon  of  the  Hebrew  month  of  Tevet, 
which  falls  during  Hanukkah,  was 
celebrated  as  Hag  haBanot ,  “the  Festival 
of  the  Daughters.”  In  Algeria,  Libya, 
Tunisia,  and  Morocco,  a  variety  of 
customs  surrounded  Hag  haBanot.  One 
tradition  was  that  women  would  come 
to  the  synagogue,  touch  the  Torah,  and 
pray  for  the  health  of  their  daughters. 
Mothers  would  give  their  daughters 
gifts,  and  bridegrooms  would  give  gifts 
to  their  brides.  There  was  also  a  custom 
of  passing  down  inheritances  on  Hag 
haBanot.  Girls  who  were  fighting  were 
expected  to  reconcile  on  Hag  haBanot. 
Women  would  come  together  to  dance 
and  might  have  a  feast  in  honor  of  Judith, 
eating  cheese  to  remember  Judith’s 
subterfuge.  (In  the  story,  Judith  feeds  the 
enemy  general  salty  cheese  to  encourage 
his  drinking  of  wine  so  that  she  can  kill 
him  once  he  has  passed  out.)

Moonbeams 


The  Midrash  teaches  that  Rosh  Hodesh, 
the  first  day  of  the  Jewish  month,  is  a 
special  holiday  for  women,  given  to 
them  because  they  refused  to  give  their 
gold  jewelry  to  make  the  Golden  Calf.  Nine 
years  ago,  members  of  WEG,  Women’s  Evening 
Group,  decided  to  celebrate  Rosh  Hodesh  by 
doing  “Moonbeams,”  a  program  developed  by  the 
Education  Department  of  National  Hadassah.  It 
was  such  a  success  that  the  group  has  continued  to 
meet,  developing  our  own  monthly  programming. 

Moonbeams  meets  year-round  on  or  near  Rosh  Hodesh  in  the 
living  rooms  of  participants.  After  refreshments  and  socializing, 
the  group  studies  together,  beginning  from  a  text  that  has  been 
mailed  to  everyone  ahead  of  time.  Open  to  all  women  of  the 
congregation  and  community,  Moonbeams  is  multi-generational, 
which  adds  to  the  excitement  and  reward  of  making  new  friends, 
studying  issues  related  to  participants’  interests  and  sharing  ideas 


and  concerns. 

There  have  been  many  highpoints  since 
Moonbeams  began.  On  one  special  evening. 
Cantor  Nancy  Abramson  taught  the  group  how  to 
lay  tefillin.  Moonbeams  has  also  invited  authors, 
lay  leaders  and  clergy  to  facilitate  discussions 
of  topics  affecting  women.  Moonbeamers  come 
as  a  group  to  synagogue-wide  programs  such  as 
the  Vicki  K.  Wimpfheimer  Memorial  Lecture, 
the  Shabbaton,  and  the  Eleanore  Geringer  (a  past 
president  of  WEG)  Memorial  Lecture. 

Moonbeams’  theme  this  year  is  “Jewish  Women  in  the  Middle 
Ages.”  Within  this  broad  topic,  specific  sessions  will  be  devoted 
to  subjects  as  diverse  as  Jewish  women’s  roles  in  business, 
women’s  prayer,  and  medieval  Torah  commentaries.  Readings 
will  include  history,  biography  and  historical  fiction.

What  is  Kabbalah?  How  does  it  fit  into  the  broader  context  of  Jewish  thought  and  practice,  and  how  can 
contemporary  Jews  draw  on  the  treasures  of  this  tradition  in  their  own  spiritual  lives? 

Dr.  Eitan  Fishbane  is  Assistant  Professor  of  Jewish  Thought  at  JTS.  His  research  focuses  on  the  history  and 
literature  of  Jewish  mysticism,  from  medieval  Kabbalah  to  modem  Hasidism.  Dr.  Fishbane  is  the  author  of 
As  Light  Before  Dawn:  The  Inner  World  of  a  Medieval  Kabbalist  (available  in  the  Edmond  de  Rothschild 
Library).  He  has  published  numerous  scholarly  articles  as  well  as  essays  written  for  a  broader  audience. 

A  theological  essay  will  appear  in  New  Voices  in  Jewish  Theology ,  edited  by  P.A.S.’s  own  Rabbi  Elliot  Cosgrove.  Dr.  Fishbane  is 
currently  at  work  on  a  new  book  project,  tentatively  titled  Mystical  Drama  and  Narrative  Form:  The  Literary  Craft  of  the  Zohar.

Derech  Eretz  or  Torah?  - 
Being  a  Mensch  or  Acquiring  Knowledge?

P.  A.S.  Gan,  Alef,  &  Bet  Teacher 

I  believe  being  a  teacher  is  a  calling.  Being  a  Jewish 
Educator  in  the  P.A.S.  Congregational  School  is  an  even 
greater  calling.  At  the  beginning  of  each  school  year,  1 
think  of  the  phrase  from  Pirkei  Avot,  Ha-zman  katzar  v  'ho¬ 
rn  ’lakhah  merubah,  “Time  is  short  and  the  work  is  plentiful.” 
Preparing  our  lesson  plans  every  year,  we  all  wrestle  with 
the  question,  where  do  we  begin?  Do  we  start  with  the  Jewish 
subjects  we  want  our  students  to  learn  and  experience,  or  do  we 
devote  time  to  laying  down  the  first  building  blocks  of  Derech 
Eretz/Menschlichkeit  within  our  students? 

Our  choice  is  not  easy.  During  Sukkot,  Rabbi  Rein  taught  our 
students  that  each  of  the  arba  minim  -  the  lulav,  myrtle,  willow, 
and  etrog  -  may  be  compared  to  a  different  type  of  person.  The 
etrog,  which  has  both  taste  and  fragrance,  is  like  a  Jewish  person 
who  has  learning  and  does  mitzvot,  the  kind  of  person  we  all 
strive  to  be.  As  Jewish  Educators,  our  goal  is  for  our  students  to 
be  like  the  etrog;  to  do  good  deeds  and  also  to  understand  their 
Jewish  heritage. 

The  Mission  Statement  of  the  Congregational  School 
emphasizes  both  study  and  derekh  eretz.  All  Jewish  areas  of  study 
are  of  equal  importance.  Tefillot  (prayer),  brakhot  (blessings), 
Bible,  holidays,  mitzvot  and  Israel  are  all  part  of  our  enriched 
curriculum.  We  strive  to  give  our  students  Jewish  experiences 
through  the  siddur  (prayer  book)  and  through  oral  and  written 
Hebrew,  as  well  as  through  dance,  music  and  art  activities.  It  is  a 
lot  to  cover,  and  it  feels  urgent  to  begin. 

We  find  guidance  in  Pirkei  Avot,  in  a  teaching  from  Rabbi 
Elazar  ben  Azariah:  “When  a  person’s  wisdom  exceeds  his 
good  deeds,  to  what  may  he  be  compared?  To  a  tree  with  many 
branches  but  few  roots.  A  wind  blows,  uproots  it  and  topples  it 
over...  However,  when  a  person’s  good  deeds  exceed  his  wisdom, 
to  what  may  he  be  compared?  To  a  tree  with  few  branches  but 
with  many  roots.  All  the  winds  of  the  world  may  blow  against  it, 
yet  they  cannot  move  it  from  its  place.”

With  our  youngest  students,  therefore,  we  begin  the  school 
year  with  the  concepts  of  Derekh  Eretz  and  Menschlichkeit.  We 
discuss  the  concepts  and  engage  the  students  on  their  level.  We 
mention  the  many  ways  they  can  behave  with  Derech  Eretz ,  can 
be  a  Mensch,  whether  in  class,  school,  synagogue,  or  at  home. 

We  encourage  our  students  to  be  aware  of  their  own  behavior 
by  writing  each  menschlich  deed  they  do  on  a  paper  apple  and 
hanging  it  on  our  “Mensch  tree.”  The  “Mensch  deeds”  they  do 
can  be  holding  the  door  open  for  a  classmate  or  giving  food  to  a 
hungry  person  on  the  street.  We  involve  parents  in  the  learning 
experience  by  inviting  them  to  class  to  share  stories  of  Mensch 

deeds  they  have  performed  with  their 
children.  We  create  art  work  together  that 
records  one  of  the  Mensch  deeds  each 
family  is  particularly  proud  of. 

Once  that  foundation  is  laid,  we  can 
begin  to  delve  into  the  Jewish  curriculum. 
We  move  ahead  knowing  that  we  are 
molding  a  Jewish  soul  who  is  a  part  of  this 
community,  and  who  is  curious  to  learn 
about  our  Jewish  roots.  In  addition,  at  all 
times  we  are  striving  to  be  compared  to 
the  etrog,  with  taste  and  fragrance,  as  well 
to  a  tree  with  fewer  branches  than  roots, 
withstanding  hardships  and  bearing  fruits.

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Congregational  School  Begins  Planning  Process 

The  excellence  of  our  Congregational  School  is  one  of  the  many  ways  that  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  has  always  been 
at  the  forefront  of  New  York  and  American  Jewish  life.  To  ensure  that  the  school  continues  as  a  leading  model  of 
supplementary  Jewish  education,  P.A.S.  has  embarked  on  a  process  of  evaluation,  visioning,  planning,  and  renewal. 

A  Board-appointed  committee,  led  by  Susan  Silverman,  will  guide  a  process  to  identify  the  school’s  strengths  and 
weaknesses,  understand  the  needs  of  P.A.S.  families,  and  recommend  a  dynamic  model  for  the  school’s  future.  Renowned 
Jewish  education  consultants  Dr.  Susan  Shevitz  and  Dr.  Naava  Frank  will  be  observing  the  school  and  providing  advice  on 
best  practices  in  supplementary  school  education.  The  transformation  of  the  school  will  take  time  to  complete,  but  the  goal  is 
to  begin  implementing  the  new  model  by  Fall,  2010. 

As  part  of  the  planning  process,  a  combination  of  focus  groups,  surveys  and  open  Town  Hall  meetings  will  take  place  in 
the  next  weeks.  Members  of  the  congregation,  especially  parents  of  current  CS  students,  are  encouraged  to  participate  in  this 
critical  community  conversation.
